Protests 
$34,600 
Of Tax Bill 

Firm’s $2,030,000 Taxes 
Highest In County; Value 
Orre-Third Of All GC 


Granite City Steel Co., largest 
single taxpayer In Madison 
county, today announced it Is 
paying a portion of its current 
property taxes under protest as 
to the illegality of certain tax 
rates in order to protect the 
company against an "arbitrary 
and unjustified" addition of 
$1,000,000 to its assessed val¬ 
uation as established last year 
by the Madison county board of 
review. 

Nicholas P. Veeder, chairman 
of the board and president of 
Granite City Steel, said the) re¬ 
view board last year insisted on 
over-riding a formula used since 
1959 to ensure that additions 
and improvements 'to Granite 
City Steel's plant arc valued 
annually "on a consistent and 
understandable basis." 

Mr. Veeder said the formula 
was originally worked out by 
agreement between the company 
and the Granite City Township 
assessor "to bring order into the 
chaos caused by the lack of u uni¬ 
form, cojKjty-wide system for 
making -Inmistrial appraisals in 
Madison County." 

Highest Assessment In County 
He said the formula "has op¬ 
erated in the public interest" and 
pointed out that it has led lo 
Granite City Steel's assessed val-. 
uation being increased more rap¬ 
idly than that of any other largo 
plant in Madison county which 
contains much of the Illinois- 
Missouri Metropolitan are a s 
heavy industry. 

The board of review establish¬ 
ed a 1962 assessed valuation on 
the plant and other tuxubic prop¬ 
erty of Granite City Steel and 
its wholly owned subsidiary com¬ 
panies that totaled $51,698,910. 
Property tuxes on that assess¬ 
ment, due at this time, amount 
to $2,030,090. 

1st $2,000,000 Tax Hill 
This is the first year that bill¬ 
ings to any Madison county tax¬ 
payer have readied the $2,000,- 
000 mark. 

Mr. Veeder said the Madison 
county board of review departed 
from the formula and I ho use of 
a cost-qf-construction factor in 
assessing new facilities at Gran¬ 
ite City Steel when two of the 
three members of the board, as 
it was constituted last year, vot¬ 
ed to add $1,000,000 to lhe 1962 
valuation that t h e Nameoki 
township assessor hod placed on 
Granite City Steel's blast fur¬ 
nace facilities. 

The property tax now due on 
that additional $1,000,000 
amounts to $34,600. For legal

Americans can be glad that the "court of the 
union" plan is making little headway, for it would 
substitute as a higher authority than the Supreme 
Court the 50 state chief justices. Such a large 
body would be unwieldy, and there is no reason 
to expect that the state judicial officers would he 
wiser than the “nine old men” chosen by presi¬ 
dential appointment. 

While the issue may be debated on other 
grounds, it has arisen due to dissatisfaction with 
rulings made by the top -U. S. court. But it is this 
aspect of the high court—its duty and ability to 
decide controversial issues—that is its greatest as¬ 
set. Unless the "buck" stops somewhere, unless 
there can he a peaceful hut final judgment, the na¬ 
tion could he split asunder on dozens 'of disagree¬ 
ments each year. 

With all due respect to the State chief justices, 
they are not of the same stature as the Supreme 
Court associate justices and chief justice, who are 
chosen by a president wearing the mantle of na¬ 
tionwide approval of his record or his proposals. 
The public retains a direct voice, because it can 
withdraw its support of presidential candidates 
linked with extreme appointments or philosophies. 

Everyone need not agree with every ruling by 
the Supreme Court, but respect for such decisions 
is essential. The high court is one of the "checks 
and balances" on presidential and Congressional 
power—one of the important ingredients of a 
governmental system that has proved itself over a 
period of I 87 years.

Legislation Needed To Stop Harassment 
Of County Board By Zoning Opponents 

How often must Madison county approve 
zoning regulations for unincorporated areas before 
' the victory is finally won? 

Twice now, in less than six months, the board 
of supervisors has approved zoning. No vocal mi¬ 
nority should be permitted, willy nilly. to repeat¬ 
edly impose the same time-consuming demands on 
public officials, particularly when a vast majority 
of the public obviously is in favor of the proposal. 

Minorities are important, and should be al¬ 
lowed to have their say, but once said there should 
he no license to return again and again with the 
same dreary, threadbare line. New conditions, new 
arguments, of course, would be different. But, 
short of that, there should be a reasonable length 
of time for a fair trial—in this case zoning. 

If zoning opponents have in mind harassing 
members of the Madison county board of super¬ 
visors every few months, then some legislative re¬ 
lief ought to be sought that would allow an elec¬ 
tion to stay "carried" for a year or so, at least. 
And there is ample precedent for such legislation.

The information seekers need- 
; ed proof of age to collect social 
I security and other retirement 
benefits, to obtain passports, to 
qualify for jobs carrying certain 
age or citizenship requirements 
or for some forms of insurance. 

These persons who requested 
assistance from the Census Bu-| 
reau last year were among an 
estimated 20 million United 
States residents who are without 
proof of age or birthplace. The 
historical records of’ the Bureau 
provide the only acceptable 
source of this information for 
many of these people. Since its 
beginning, the Census Bureau 
has provided copies of these rec¬ 
ords to about three and one-half 
million people, as legal proof of 
age, place of birth, citizenship, 
of kinship. 

Persons seeking such infor¬ 
mation should write to the Per¬ 
sonal Census Service Branch, 
Bureau of the Census, Pittsburg, 
Kan., for an application form. A 
fee of $3 is charged for a search 
of not more than two censuses 
for one person and for one copy 
of the information found. A rou¬ 
tine search may take as long as 
30 days. 

Those wanting records for so¬ 
cial security purposes should go 
to the Social Security Office In 
East St. Louis.
